Sec.  16. — The  parent  of  every  child  born  in  England 
shall  within  three  months  after  the  birth  of  such  child,  or 
where,  by  reason  of  the  death,  illness,  absence,  or  inability 
of  the  parent,  or  other  cause,  any  other  person  shall  have 
the  custody  of  such  child,  such  person  shall  within  three 
months  after  receiving  the  custody  of  such  child,  take  it, 
or  cause  it  to  be  taken,  to  the  public  vaccinator  of  the 
vaccination  district  in  which  it  shall  be  then  resident, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  or  any  other  Act,  to  be 
vaccinated  ;  .or  shall  within  such  period  as  aforesaid  cause 
it  to  be  vaccinated  by  some  medical  practitioner  ;  and  the 
public  vaccinator  to  whom  such  child  shall  be  so  brought 
is  hereby  required,  with  all  reasonable  despatch,  subject 
to  the  conditions  hereinafter  mentioned  to  vaccinate  such 
child." 

"  Sec.  29. — Every  parent  or  person  having  the  custody 
of  a  child  who  shall  neglect  to  take  such  child,  or  to  cause  it 
to  be  taken,  to  be  vaccinated,  or  after  vaccination  to  be 
inspected  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  shall 
not  render  a  reasonable  excuse  for  his  neglect,  shall  be 
guilty  of  an  offence,  and  be  liable  to  be  proceeded  against 
summarily,  and  upon  conviction  to  pay  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  twenty  shillings." 

STATISTICAL  FALLACY. 


The  present  average  mortality  of  18  per  cent,  of  those 
attacked  by  small-pox  is  as  high  as  in  the  last  century, 
before  vaccination  was  introduced.  Mr.  P.  A.  Taylor, 
M.P.,  gives  I  in  5.  Deaths  from  erysipelas,  following 
vaccination,  frequently  occur ;  so  that  vaccination  has 
increased  the  mortality  and  miseries  of  mankind.  In  1870 
it  is  supposed  that  nearly  every  man,  woman,  and  child 
were  vaccinated  or  re-vaccinated  in  Paris.  The  Municipal 
Council  of  Paris  voted  ten  thousand  francs  for  vaccination 
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purposes.  Two  thousand  persons  were  vaccinated  in  one 
day  at  one  Mairie.  The  panacea  advocated  was  lymph 
direct  from  the  heifer.  Operations  commenced  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1870.  The  faster  the  officers  vaccinated,  the  faster 
the  disease  spread — the  faster  the  people  died — so  that  in 
15  months,  ending  March,  1871,  the  entire  number  of 
deaths  from  smallpox  was  13,035,  being  more  than  20 
times  the  average  of  the  previous  10  years,  according  to 
Dr.  C.  Spinzig.  The  Conseil  d' Hygiene  ct  de  Salubritc  dis- 
continued the  system  in  December,  1870,  evidently  because 
the  deaths  in  that  month  exhibited  an  alarming  increase, 
being  1,837.  March,  1871,  following  they  fell  to  230. 
Vaccination  ceased,  and  the  plague  was  stayed.  The 
magic  rite  had  no  inlluence  in  Paris  for  good — superstition 
brought  its  unerring  punishment.  The  '  miraculous 
dodge,'  whether  performed  by  bovine,  equine,  porcine, 
or  any  other  virus,  proved  a  delusion  and  failed  to  stay 
the  epidemic. 

The  statistical  fallacy  is  bolstered  by  authority. 

Mr.  P.  A.  Taylor,  M.P.,  quotes  in  Echo,  Nov.  15,  iSSi, 
from  a  letter  he  had  received  from  a  physician,  as  follows  : 
*'  As  to  authorities,  i.e,,  the  men  holding  in  one  form  or 
another,  vaccination  appointments  under  the  Government 
or  Poor  Law  Guardians,  how  can  they  be  expected  to  give 
disinterested  opinions  ?  " 

The  unrighteous  Compulsory  Vaccination  Laws  are 
not  supported  in  their  presumed  power  for  good  by 
any  statistics  in  any  part  of  the  world.  These  laws 
interfere  with  liberty  of  conscience — are  a  gross  in- 
fringement of  the  liberty  of  the  subject — are  contrary 
to  sound  reason  and  every  physiological  law.  At  the 
instigation  of  interested  professional  men,  whose  recom- 
mendations, recipes,  and  nostrums,  have  changed  in  the 
past,  and  change  in  the  present  like  fashion — at  the  urgent 
request  and  solicitation  of  a  frightened  few — such  as  are 
found  in  all  ages,  in  all  countries — a  few  ignorant,  deluded 
and  enthusiastic  persons — Parliament — that  mongrel  mix- 
ture of  men,  representing  law,  land,  railways,  parsons, 
pensioners,  physic,  moneybags,  aristocracy,  the  "gun- 
powder and  glory  "  business,  and  vested  interests  generally 

 but  who  do  not  represent  the  people — Parliament, 

bolstered  this  delusion,  bartered  parental  liberty  and  control. 
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patronised  a  quackery,  endorsed  a  sham,  and  shame- 
fully enriched  and  endowed  a  profession,  the  great  bulk  of 
whom,  as  students,  do  not  command  respect,  and  as 
practitioners  are  often  unworthy  of  confidence — Parliament, 
I  say — endowed  a  class  with  the  proceeds  of  an  enforced 
birth  tax"  or  "baby  tax;"  a  tax  which  an  educated 
and  prescient  artfulness  saw  would  bring  in  a  never- 
ending  stream  of  cash,  a  constant  source  of  wealth. 
The  priests  of  physic,  filth,  and  foulness  are  true 
brothers  and  successors  to  the  priests  of  the  confession, 
■whose  ears  are  a  common  sewer  for  the  whispered 
■wickedness  of  their  poor  deluded  dupes.  Swindling 
bankrupts  are  not  the  only  persons  whose  game  is 
false  figures,  and  whose  genius  is  directed  to  cooking 
statistics.  Of  course  there  have  been,  and  are,  many 
■noble  and  grand  exceptions  in  the  medical  profession. 
**  There  are  exceptions  to  every  rule." 

PUBLIC  COST  OF  VACCINATION. 


In  forty  years,  according  to  official  returns,  the  public 
have  paid  -^2,044,857  in  vaccination  fees  and  expenses, 
exclusive  of  -£"128,641  paid  to  public  vaccinators  as  bonuses 
during  the  last  13  years.  This  is  a  big  bribe  to  keep  the 
fiction  alive.  The  fiction  will  not  die  while  the  bribe  is 
paid.  Perpetual  pensions  stink  in  the  nostrils  of  honest 
people.  The  "  poll  tax  "  caused  an  insurrection  in  the 
reign  of  Richard  the  II.  The  "  baby  tax,"  when  undes- 
stood  by  the  people,  will  create  an  irresistible  stir. 

The  flame  of  discontent  is  slumbering.  The  foul  fallacy 
must  be  dragged  into  the  light  of  day,  and  exposed  in  all 
its  naked  hideousness.  Then,  becoming  a  burning  public 
question,  legislative  relief  will  speedily  follow. 

If  to  the  sum  of  ^2,173,498  are  added  the  fees  of 
private  individuals  to  private  practitioners,  the  disgraceful 
virus-mongering  business  bids  fair  to  rival  the  great  South 
Sea  Bubble  swindle — or  the  perpetual  pension  list  of 
princely,  aristocratic,  and  favourite  palace  paupers,  in  its 
gigantic  financial  proportions.  The  British  public  has 
been  likened  to  the  patient  ass."  Well,  I  hope  the  ass 
will  speak  and  reprove  the  false  prophets.    One  jawbone

THE  ARGUMENT. 


It  is  often  written — ^it  is  often  said — "  Figures  may  be 
made  to  prove  anything."  This  proverb  is  not  strictly 
true  :  yet  there  is  truth  in  it.  Figures  added,  or  figures 
omitted,  make  all  the  difference.  The  tabulated  statistics 
of  deaths  from  small-pox  showing  the  unvaccinated, 
vaccinated,  re-vaccinated,  and  "  doubtful  cases "  are 
fallacious.  All  such  statistics  must  necessarily  be  partial, 
therefore  unreliable,  and  consequently  useless  to  prove 
the  doctrine  that  vaccination  is  a  blessing  to  mankind. 
It  is  a  man-made  curse  !  A  dreadful  delusion  !  The 
doctrine  of  the  doctors  was,  that  a  local  poisoning  of  the 
blood  would  prevent  the  poisoning  of  the  whole  body. 
This  is  analogous  to  the  doctrine  of  the  priests  or  divinity 
doctors — regeneration  of  the  soul  by  proxy.  (That  is  by 
sponsors  at  infant  baptism.)  They  preach  that  a  few 
drops  of  water  will  wash  away  sins  to  come.  The 
doctrine  of  the  terrestrial  doctors — regeneration  of  the 
body  by  proxy — was,  that  a  few  eruptive  pocks  would 
keep  away  pustular  eruptions  to  come.  Both  these 
deceptive  doctrines — salvation  of  the  soul  by  proxy,  and 
salvation  of  the  body  by  proxy — are  exploded  fables.  Now, 
the  vaccine  lymph  or  cow-pox  inoculator  falls  back  upon 
mitigation.  Mitigation  !  Why,  mitigation  by  proxy  is  as 
big  a  lie  as  salvation  by  proxy  !  A  subject  is  operated 
upon,  of  set  purpose,  to  give  it  a  presumedly,  compara- 
tively slight  disorder,  to  stave  off  or  mitigate  a  worse 
disease. 

Here  is  a  logical  discovery !  "  It  is  necessary  to  inflict 
gratuitous  present  pain,  to  discount,  alleviate,  reduce,  or 
anticipate  a  future  complaint  that  may  never  come." 

In  truth  an  imaginary  malady  !  None  can  tell  who  will 
be  afflicted,  or  who  will  escape  from  any  disease  that 
the  genus  homo  is  liable  to. 
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A  ver}'  skilful  surgeon,  who  does  not  believe  in  the 
efficacy  of  vaccination,  said  to  me  some  time  ago,  "When 
parents  bring  their  babes  to  me  and  desire  them  to  be 
vaccinated,  I  always  do  it  with  dread.  It  makes  me 
shudder  to  think  that  a  healthy  child  from  a  healthy  stock 
might,  in  consequence  of  the  operation,  be  lamentably 
afflicted  for  life."    Is  it  not  horrible  ? 

The  men  who  commit  themselves  to  the  theory,  and 
act  on  the  theory,  by  practising  vaccination  with  all  its 
dreadful,  direful  results,  should  have  something  better  to 
show  than  questionable  statistics,  preponderating  with 
"  doubtful  cases,"  to  prove  their  right  to  legally  and  sys- 
tematically poison  the  people.  Dead  witnesses  are  indeed 
"  doubtful  cases."  Chielly  on  such  bare,  interested 
statistical  assertions  as  these  rests  the  foundation  of  so- 
called  "  proofs."  It  is  an  incontrovertible  fact,  that 
vaccination  has  never  been  proved  to  do  any  good  what- 
ever. It  has  been  abundantly  demonstrated  by  a  cloud  of 
witnessing  victims,  that  it  has  wrought  great  evils. 

Imagine  hundreds  and  thousands  of  educated  medical 
men  puncturing  holes  in  the  living  flesh  of  helpless 
infants,  willing  dupes,  and  unwilling  sufferers ;  depositing 
in  the  punctures,  foul,  filthy,  festered  matter,  called 
vaccine  lymph  !  Vaccine  lymph  ?  Rather  say  inflamma- 
tion, poison,  disease,  and  death  !  Present  pain,  and 
future  penalties  !  Scrofula  !  Syphilis  !  and  who  knows 
what  other  woes  beside  ?  If  manufactured  muck  is  used 
— for  every  doctor  is  not  honest — then  the  patient  is 
cheaply  swindled,  simply  paying  the  cheat  for  pain.  Ah, 
there's  the  rub  !  Cure  or  curse,  they  take  the  cash.  Of 
the  efiects  of  the  doubtful  deed,  they  know  nothing.  It 
cannot  be  gainsayed  that  human  beings  die  of  small-pox 
when  tmvaccinated.  It  is  also  admitted  they  die  when 
vaccinated,  aye  !  and  when  re-vaccinated,  and  when  re- 
peatedly vaccinated.    Then  of  what  use  is  it  ? 

"  A  thousand  words  won't  fill  a  bushel,"  so  citing  cases 
would  be  a  futile  task.  The  controversy  has  got  beyond 
that  stage.  It  is  time  for  legislative  action.  Vaccination 
is  worse  than  useless.  It  is  a  sin,  a  crime,  a  sham,  a 
shame  !  Compulsory  vaccination  is  a  national  disgrace. 
**  Righteousness  exalteth  a  nation."  Compulsory  vacci- 
nation is  a  shame  to  any  people.    What  a  nice,  amiable, 
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kind,  Chiistian,  medical  man  he  must  be,  who  said,  the 
other  day,  "All  the  harm  I  wish  anti-vaccinators  is,  that 
they  may  die  of  small-pox  within  six  months."  Pity  the 
sorrows  of  a  poor  bilious  fanatic  !  Since  the  death  of  the 
discoverer  of  this  continent  of  woe,  one  would  like  to 
know  how  much  in  fees  the  faculty  have  filched.  I  have 
before  me  the  financial  statement  just  issued  by  one  of 
the  South  London  Boards  of  Guardians,  which,  by  the 
way,  reveals  a  startling  Paupers'  Bill. 

Municipal  Reformers  make  a  note  of  it. 

This  big  pjill,  a  six  months  Bill,  amounts  to  ^^52,275, — 
or  in  other  words,  an  annual  expenditure  of  over  ■£'100,000 
to  keep  one  parochial  paupers'  pot  boiling !  I  notice  one 
other  significant  item  :

Thus,  the  financial  phase  of  this  important  national 
question  assumes  a  very  grave  aspect  for  the  already 
over-burdened,  badly  governed  ratepayers  of  this  great 
Metropolis.  If  the  money  so  wickedly  wasted  were  ex- 
pended on  sanitation,  it  would  be  put  to  a  useful  and 
beneficent  purpose. 

Small-pox  is  caused  by  living  organisms,  or  the  germs 
or  ova  of  organisms,  becoming  alDsorbed  into  the  human 
system.  (i)  Through  the  lungs,  by  contaminated  air. 
(2)  Through  the  stomach,  by  vitiated,  creature-tainted 
food  or  drink. 

Hence  speedy  legislative  enactments  are  necessary  to 
prohibit  Water  Companies  from  supplying  their  customers 
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with  water  taken  from  sewage-tainted  rivers  and  streams. 
It  has  been  stated  that  100  germs  of  disease  can  pass 
abreast  through  the  interstitial  spaces  of  ordinary  sand. 
Water  Companies  make  their  filter  beds  chiefly  of  sand 
and  gravel. 

All  sausage,  pork-pie,  and  potted,  tinned,  or  canned-meat 
manufactories  should  be  brought  under  a  system  of  licen- 
sing, strict  sanitary  supervision  and  personal  inspection. 
Senders  and  salesmen  of  diseased  meat,  whether  (I  am  now 
writing  technically)  the  carcases,  or  parts  of  animals,  are 
of  *' casulties,"  "  complaint-uns,"  "  lung-uns,"  "  dropt- 
uns,"  "  wet-uns,"  "  dry-uns,"  "  pockd-uns,"  **  inflamd- 
uns,"  or  "  measlies,"  should  be  no  longer  fined.  Rich 
rogues  laugh  at  fines.  Six  months  hard  labour  at  a 
dynamo-electric  machine,  would  give  light  and  pleasure 
to  the  honest  taxpayer, 

To  whom  such  cheats, 
Vend  putrid  meats. 

A  license  to  sell,  for  meat,  fish,  and  cattle  salesmen, 
might  also  be  beneficial  and  conducive  to  public  health  ; 
such  license  to  be  revoked,  on  conviction,  according  to 
the  suggested  Act  of  Parliament.  Selected  samples  of  all 
meat  foods,  whether  raw,  cooked,  minced,  tinned,  potted, 
canned,  or  disguised  in  any  manner  whatever,  should  be 
not  only  analysed,  but  should  be  microscopically  inspected. 
As  sheep  are  susceptible  to  small-pox,  tinned  mutton, 
both  native  and  imported,  should  have  special  attention. 

"  I  could  a  tale  unfold,  "  but  enough  ! 

The  great  vaccination  delusion  would  soon  die,  if  its 
connection  were  severed  from  £.  s.  d. 

If  the  following  test  were  applied,  what  a  scientific 
scare  there  would  be — what  learned  howls  we  should  hear  : 
Be  it  enacted,  that  henceforth  every  certified  medical 
practitioner,  shall  be  compelled  to  vaccinate  all  comers 
gratis,  and  be  held  responsible  by  fine  and  imprisonment 
for  any  ill  effects  his  personal  operations  may  produce." 

The  people  are  fined  and  imprisoned  for  refusing  to  [be 
poisoned.  In  equity,  the  practitioners  should  be  fined 
and  impiisoned  for  poisoning  the  people.    The  Nation 
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revolts  against  the  unrighteous  vaccination  laws.  The 
natural  instincts  of  a  people  are  always  true.  This 
instinct  is  an  unerring  law,  revolting  against  unnatural 
abuse.  Such  conscientious  conclusions  are  as  sound  as 
the  judgments  of  the  learned.  What  a  hearty  "  Thank 
God ! "  will  go  up  from  thousands  of  anxious,  loving 
mothers,  the  moment  the  unjust  compulsory  vaccination 
law  is  repealed.  I  pray  the  happy  day  may  soon  dawn, 
when  the  power  to  make  human  creatures  weak  and 
ailing,  who  are  born  healthy  and  strong,  may  be  broken 
for  ever,  the  wide  world  over  !

Doctors  who  believe  vaccination  to  be  a  gross 
fraud,  will  argue  that  they  are  morally  bound  to  vaccinate, 
which  means,  if  they  refused  to  perform  the  vile  operation 
on  the  infant  of  a  rich  client,  the  rich  client  would  change 
his  or  her  medical  adviser.

"  You  may  rely  on  the  statements  in  the  enclosed 
pamphlet  ;  it  will  give  you  an  ungarbled  and  com- 
prehensive resume  of  the  whole  question,  which  I  beg 
you  will  read  carefully. 

Medical  men  vaccinate  far  more  from  necessity,  from 
their  services  being  demanded,  than  for  fees.    The  '  sin 
and  crime '  fall  on  the   Compulsory  Vaccination  Act ; 
repeal  that  and  vaccination  would  soon  cease.    You  are 
in  error  in  supposing  the  creed  of  doctors  is  *  that  a  local 
poisoning  prevents  the  general  one.'    It  is  that  vaccine 
poison  introduced  locally  produces  a  modified  small- 
pox which  prevents  the  true  disease.     This  was  Dr. 
Jenner's  theory,  but  facts  disprove  it.    Dr.  Jenner  also 
taught  that  other  infectious  poisons  could  not  be  intro- 
duced with  the  vaccine  virus  ;  but  facts  also  disprove  that. 
Your  reference  to  baptismal  regeneration,  I  suggest,  really 
forms  no  necessary  part  of  the  argument,  or  even  a  useful 
and  appropriate  illustration.    Nor  does  your  reference  to 
the  doctrine  of  salvation  by  pr6xy.    If  present  pain  really 
did  save  our  race  from  future  suffering,  I  would  readily 
and  strongly  advocate  it.    Again  medical  men  are  not  to 
blame  for  '  puncturing  babes  '  or  adults  if  the  law  requires 
it.    There  are  thousands  of  medical  men  who  would  never 
vaccinate  again  if  the  compulsory  laws  were  repealed.  I 
submit  that  your  pen  should  solely  be  used  against  the 
Compulsory  Vaccination  Act.    As  you  have  leisure  and 
ability  pray  write  another  letter  solely  on  this  ground 
using  if  you  please,  this  pamphlet,  which  is  at  your  service' 
which  will  give  you  the  opinion  of  quite  tw^o-thirds  of  our 
profession.    I  can  assure  you  that  '*  salaries  and  fees  " 
will  never  maintain  vaccination  under  a  repealed  Vacci- 
nation Act.    The  difficnUy  is  to  bring  back  the  old  inocu- 
lation, or  failing  that,  to   trust   solely  to  the  sanitary 
measures  of  advancing  science." 
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**ABDIEL'S"  REPLY  TO  THE  DOCTOR.

Compulsory  Vaccination. 


I  thank  you  for  your  letter  containing  criticism  on  my 
proposed  pamphlet,  "  Vaccination  and  Small-pox."  My 
aim  is  to  bring  about  a  repeal  of  the  Compulsory  Vaccina- 
tion Act.  I  say  in  my  pamphlet  "  Compulsory  Vaccina- 
tion is  a  national  disgrace."  I  will  not  read  the  pamphlet 
you  refer  to,  till  mine  is  published. 

It  is  a  pleasing  surprise  to  find  a  gentleman  of  your 
experience  and  ability  stating  that  "  thousands  of  medical 
men  would  never  vaccinate  again  if  the  compulsory  laws 
were  repealed."     And  again  your  statement  that  the 
pamphlet  arguing  against  Compulsory  Vaccination,  and 
vaccination  itself,  "  will  give  you  the  opinion  of  quite  two- 
thirds  of  our  profession  "  is  highly  satisfactory  and  en- 
couraging.   Kindly  say  if  I  am  at  liberty  to  publish  your 
able  letter  in  connection  with  my  pamphlet.    I  am  not 
disposed  to  alter  it,  as  I  should  prefer  issuing  what  is 
quite  my  own.    Its  peculiarities  prove  its  originality.  I 
have  a  style  of  my  own. 

Note  : — *'  The  Argument  "  (Section  2)  is  now  pub- 
lished as  submitted  to  the  doctor.  Sections  i,  3,  and  4, 
have  been  written  since. 

The  doctor  gave  me  "cases"  of  the  dreadful  results  of 
vaccination,  especially  when  the  Vaccine  Vims  was  taken 
from  a  syphilitic  infant,  but  I  do  not  feel  at  liberty  to 
publish  them  without  special  permission,  as  it  would 
implicate  others.  Suffice  it  to  say  the  patients  died. 
Now  it  is  known  that  vaccination  has  caused  death, 
what  are  deaths  from  vaccination  but  legalised  murders  ?

"ABDIEL'S"  UNPUBLISHED  LETTER. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Times,  February  26th,  188 1. 
Infant  Vaccination. 

The  Hon.  Roland  P.  Blennerhasset,  M.P.,  called  atten- 
tion in  your  issue  of  Feb.  24th  to  a  statement,  that 
the  Guardiaras  of  the  Parish  of  Lambeth  had  instructed 
the  Medical  Officers  to  vaccinate  infants  in  the  infirmary 
under  six  days  old,  and  mentioned  that  the  operation  had 
been  performed  24  hours  after  birth. 

A  member  of  the  Lambeth  Vestry  asked,  in  the  Vestry 
on  Thursday  evening  last,  if  the  Hon.  gentleman's  state- 
ment was  correct.  The  reply  given  was,  "the  Guardians 
had  one  case,  a  case  of  emergency,  in  which  a  child  was 
vaccinated  within  eight  days  :  but  it  was  not  true  that  a 
child  had  been  vaccinated  within  24  hours  of  birth.'' 

It  transpired  from  the  statement  of  another  member  of 
the  Vestry,  that  small  pox  was  increasing  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Stockwell  Small-pox  Hospital.  I  understand  it  is 
also  breaking  out  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Deptford  Small- 
pox Hospital  close  to  the  Old  Kent  Road  Railway  Station. 
Passengers  can  now  at  this  time  see  from  the  trains 
passing  this  station,  on  the  South  Eastern  and  South 
London  Railways,  additional  buildings  being  erected  close 
to  the  garden  walls  of  the  adjoining  houses.  Such  a  pro- 
cedure is  a  disgrace  to  our  civilization  and  the  authority 
that  sanctions  it.  Of  what  use  can  vaccination  be  when 
two  such  hot-beds  of  infection  are  placed  amongst  the 
people  as  the  Stockwell  and  Deptford  Hospitals  ?  Truly, 
these  Lazar-Houses  breed  and  spread  the  very  diseases 
they  are  supposed  to  check  and  cure !  Many  will  agree 
with  the  vestryman  who  exclaimed  "  the  best  plan  to 
stamp  out  the  disease  would  be  to  burn  down  the  present 
hospitals  and  stop  vaccination  for  about  six  months  !  " 

Note  : — "A  child  was  vaccinated  within  eight  days  of 
its  birth."  We  have  "  a  law  for  the  prevention  of  cruelty 
to  animals."  Surely  we  want  a  law  for  the  prevention  of 
cruelty  to  infants.  The  sufferings  of  the  poor  mother  must 
have  been  increased  by  this  inhuman  act — but  then  she 
was  only  a  pauper.  Would  Lady  Guardians  sanction 
such  cruelty  ?

Sending  Bad  Meat  to  London. 


A  butcher  recently  bought  an  old  cow  for  He  sold 
the  hide  for  gs.  The  carcase  weighed  370-lbs.  This 
stood  him  in  about  a  half-penny  per  pound  on  his  purchase. 
He  could  not  sell  it  for  hounds.  He  could  not  sell  it  for 
a  menagerie — the  wild  beasts  preferred  horse-flesh — so  did 
a  sausage  maker  once  upon  a  time,  not  far  from  London. 
He  accordingly  wrapt  his  cats-meat  cow  up  in  nice  cloths, 
and  sent  it  to  London.  On  the  label  the  meat  salesman 
was  instructed  by  the  laconic  legend,  "  Do  the  best  you 
can  with  it."  This  lover  of  his  kind — the  cheap  cow 
procurer  was  fined  ^10.  It  needs  no  comment.  I  will 
simply  exclaim — A  fine.    Oh  fie  !    A  fine.    Oh  shame  I 

Two  other  cases  occurred  a  short  time  ago.  Two  men 
sent  "  diseased  meat  "  to  the  Central  Meat  Market.  Both 
were  fined  !    I  ask  was  Newgate  full  ? 

These  cases  are  continually  occurring.  If  so  many  are 
found  out — How  many  escape?  As  it  was  in  the  days  of 
Elisha,  so  it  is  now. — "  There  is  death  in  the  pot."  An 
Alderman  did  have  the  courage  and  good  sense  to  sentence 
two  men  to  one  month  s  imprisonment  each  last  No- 
vember. The  cow  these  two  men  sent  up  in  four  quarters 
dressed  as  meat  for  human  food  was  "diseased,  '  and 
described  as  having  suffered  from  some  "  wasting  disease.'' 
*' It  was  pale,  emaciated,  wet,  and  inflamed/'  The  Alder- 
man, said  "  It  was  a  very  bad  case.  The  poor  must 
be  protected,  and  for  their  sakes,  and  as  a  warning  to

men  he  would  sentence  them  each  to  one  month's  im- 
prisonment." Bravo !  The  Corporation  is  not  all  cor- 
ruption. 

Imagine  eatingjdiseased,  emaciated,  and  inflamed  meat, 
however 

Disguised  with  spice. 
Or  flavored  nice. 

Constantly,  and  in  all  directions,  meat  diseased  and  unfit 
for  human  food,  is  being  seized  in  markets  and  elsewhere, 
evidently  intended  for  "  shiny  skins,"  popularly  known  as 
"  Meat  Mysteries,"  the  hidden  cause  of  disease.  A  report 
just  issued  by  the  Poplar  Board  of  Works  shows  that  the 
compound  dignified  by  the  name  of  "  German  sausages,' 
consists  largely  of  horse-flesh.

The  following  advertisement  appeared  in  The  Metro- 
politan of  December  3rd,  1881  : — 

"COMMISvSIONERS  OF  SEWERS. 

"TENDERS  FOR  CONDEMNED  MeAT,  &C. 

"The  Commissioners  of  Sewers  of  the  City  of  London 
will  meet  in  the  Guildhall  of  the  said  City  on  Tuesday, 
the  6th  of  December,  1881,  at  half-past  twelve  o'clock 
precisely,  to  receive  Tenders  from  persons  desirous  of 
utilising  for  manurial  or  manufacturing  purposes  the 
Meat,  Poultr-'',  Offal,  &c,  condemned  in  the  City  of 
London  as  unfit  for  human  food,  for  one  year  from  the 
31st  of  December  next  (the  Commissioners  reserving  to 
themselves,  nevertheless,  power  to  terminate  the  contract 
at  any  time  within  that  period  should  they  see  lit, 
on  giving  three  months'  notice).    The  Commissioners 
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will  supply  all  carts,  horses,  and  labour,  and  will  deliver 
such  meat,  &c.,  at  the  premises  of  the  contractor  within 
five  miles  of  Guildhall.  A  draft  of  the  contract  to  be 
entered  into  can  be  seen  at  this  office,  where  also  the 
quantities  of  meat  condemned  during  the  last  three  years 
can  be  ascertained. 

"  Tenders  must  be  sealed  up,  and  endorsed  on  the 
outside  '  Tender  for  Condemned  meat,'  and  be  addressed 
to  the  undersigned  at  this  office,  and  must  be  delivered 
before  twelve  o'clock  on  the  said  6th  of  December,  and 
the  parties  sending  in  proposals  should  appear  personally, 
or  by  a  duly  authorised  agent.  The  party  whose  tender 
is  accepted  will  be  required  to  give  security  for  ;^200  for 
the  due  execution  of  the  contract.  The  Commissioners 
do  not  pledge  themselves  to  accept  the  highest  or  any 
tender." 

**  Sewers  Office,  Guildhall,  November  22,  1881." 


The  late  Lord  Mayor  of  London,  (Alderman  McArthur, 
M.P.  for  Lambeth),  exclaimed  with  rapture  on  a  certain 
festive  occasion,  "Thank  God  we  have  a  House  of  Lords ! " 
Some  persons  pretended  to  know  why  he  said  it.  The 
citizens  of  London  must  also  exclaim  after  reading  the 
foregoing  advertisement.  '*  Thank  God  we  have  a 
Corporation !  "  For  the  life  of  me  I  cannot  see  why — for 
the  life  of  me  I  cannot  say,  Amen  !  The  sooner  it  is 
reformed  the  better. 

I  cull  the  following  from  The  Citizen^  November  26th, 
1881. 

DISEASED  MEAT  AND  ITS  DESTRUCTION." 

"The  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  (Dr.  W.  Sedgwick 
Saunders),  reported  that  the  markets  and  slaughter- 
houses had  been  inspected,  and  the  officers  had  condemned 
17  tons  10  cwt  2  qrs.  9  lbs.  of  meat,  &c.,  as  unfit  for 
human  food.  This  amount  brought  the  aggregate  weight 
of  meat  seized  in  the  city  from  ist  January  last  to  this 
22nd  day  of  November,  up  to  the  enormous  figures  of

479  tons  5  cvvt.  i  qr.,  which  represented  approximately 
one-sixth  per  cent.,  of  the  whole  quantity  received  by  the 
toll  clerks  at  the  Central  Meat  Market  during  the  same 
period.  Recalled  their  early  attention  to  the  significance 
of  this  fact  as  bearing  immediately  upon  the  question 
as  to  the  disposal  of  a  disease  carrying-factor,  which, 
despite  the  statement  of  irresponsible  persons,  is  ever  on  the 
increased

CONCLUSION. 


Reader  !  are  you  surprised  that  fevers,  small-pox,  and 
other  diseases  abound  ?  Londoners  not  only  drink  water 
inefficiently  filtered  from  sewer  tainttd  sources,  and 
breath  air  vitiated  by  exhalations  and  emanations  from 
street  sewers,  but  here  you  have  the  authority  of 
Dr.  Saunders,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  City  of 
London,  that  *'  479  tons  of  meat,  &c.,  were  seized  as  unfit 
for  human  food,''  in  the  space  of  eleven  months.  The 
Dr.  says,  "  A  disease-carrying  factor  is  ever  on  the  increase  " 
in  our  midst.  Yet  magistrates  merely  fine  the  sellers  and 
the  senders  of  diseased  meat  when  the  culprits  are 
brought  up  for  justice  and  judgment.  A  burglar  breaking 
into  premises  and  taking  property  is  often  sentenced  to 
imprisonment  for  a  long  term  of  years.  The  burglar  who 
breaks  up  the  health  of  his  fellow  creatures,  or  steals  their 
precious  lives  by  food  poisons  is  simply  fined  !  rarely  im- 
prisoned !  Which  is  the  worse,  the  burglar  for  booty,  or 
the  burglar  of  my  blood,  body,  and  life  ? 

"  The  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board  has  issued  its 
account  of  the  estimated  expenditure  up  to  Lady  Day 
next,  and  a  call  is  made  upon  the  metropolis  for 
£240,000 !" 

"  The  Stockwell  Hospitals  (fever  and  small-pox)  are 
estimated  to  cost  £12,870  for  the  half  year  ! " 

"The  Deptford  Hospital  ^20,200  !" 
How  long  will  the  fleeced  millions  of  this  Metropolis 
be  like  lambs  before  such  shameful  shearing  dumb  ? 
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"  Prevention  is  better  than  Cure." 


To  prevent  diseases  by  sanitation  is  better  than  building 
hospitals,  (the  breeding  grounds  of  fever  spores,  small-pox 
germs,  and  zymotic  molecules,)  costing  the  ratepayers 
half-a-million  pounds  annually.  If  this  vast  sum  was 
spent  in  sanitation,  who  can  say  the  good  it  would 
accomplish  !  Who  can  deny  that  the  present  system  of 
infectious  hospitals  is  a  curse,  and  not  a  cure  ? 

Diseased  meat  should  he  burnt.  This  is  the  fit  end  for 
corruption. 

The  yearly  increasing  mortality  amongst  us  creates  a 
constant  difficulty  in  the  disposal  of  the  dead.  Crema- 
tion, or  purification  by  fire,  is  the  best  remedy. 

Sanitation  not  vaccination  is  the  true  means  of  exter- 
minating small-pox.  It  is  irrational  and  unscientific  to 
multiply  real  or  artificial  diseases,  as  a  means  of  pro- 
moting public  health  instead  of  removing  the  sources  and 
hot  beds  of  disease  by  sanitary  measures,  which  could 
alone  annihilate  small-pox  and  other  epidemics.  An 
infusion  of  potassium  as  a  protection  from  attack,  or 
even  as  an  antidote,  when  small-pox  has  attacked  a 
patient,  would  I  venture  to  say,  be  more  efficacious  than 
vaccination.  An  infusion  of  zymotic  molecules  is  an 
excitant  of  small-pox  germs.  Vaccination  is  no  remedy, 
but  a  cause  of  many  diseases.
